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Chrysler Sees Grade Separation 


As Solution of 


Traffic Congestion 





ETROIT, March 24.—By 1935 the United States will 


have on its streets and 


highways from 30,000,000 to 


85,000,000 registered motor vehicles, says a recent state- 
ment by Walter P. Chrysler, president of the Chrysler Sales 


Corporation. 


How to accommodate that great army of pas- 


senger cars, trucks and buses, is a question, says Mr. 
Chrysler, of great importance. 


“In the centers of our larger cities 


more of the rail ffaffic will be 
underground,” he says. “In some 
cities the surface car will give way 
to the bus. In others the street car 
will be taken off the streets and put 
in underground tunnels. Elevateds 
for overhead trains will be torn 
down. Subways will be substituted. 
Streets will be widened where it can 
be done without inconvenience by 
making sidewalks narrower. — More 
boulevard systems will be laid out. 
Arterial highways will be con- 
structed. 

“Separation of grades is another 
step. Note how motor cars from 
Park Avenue get around the 
Grand Central Station in New 
York city. An overhead motor- 
way extends from Park Avenue 
and 40th Street to Park Avenue 
and 45th Street. Imagine the con- 
gestion at Pershing Square without 
such grade separation. 

“Detroit has a similar grade sepa- 
ration at East Grand Boulevard 
and East Jefferson Avenue. San 
Francisco has an over-pass at the 
foot of Market Street and the Em- 
bareadero. Cincinnati has over- 








passes where one street is carried by 
a bridge or viaduct over another. 

“The elimination of grade cross- 
ings is a tremendous job, This work 
should continue until every danger- 
ous crossing is eliminated, with an 
over-pass or under-pass built in its 
stead. There is also the job of 
eliminating the curves from high- 
ways. Engineers today agree that 
highways must possess what might 
be called built-in safety. Signs 
can’t be relied on to make highways 
safe. 

“The parking problem will prob- 
ably be with us always. But it will 
be met in part by erecting tall ramp 
garages in areas where rents aren’t 
so high. 

“In our most congested centers 
streets will be cleared of trucks 
loading and unloading during the 
day. Loading will be done at re- 
mote delivery systems. There will 
be underground loading platforms, 
and it is not at all impossible that 
main levels will be used by depart- 
ment stores to park cars. Roofs 
may be used also.”

Confusion of 
Interests Often 
Causes Trouble 


WILLIAM C. CALLAHAN 
NY boy from the country 
who was any sort of a 
knock-about at all will tell 
you that this is the season 
when suckers make their an- 
nual pilgrimage up-stream to 
the shallow water breeding 
grounds. Suckers are a specie 
of fish similar to shad. They 
travel at night in great 
schools. Always, their jour- 
neys are upward, toward the 


headwaters. 

Because they travel in the dark 
and follow the herd they are the 
easiest fish in the world to net. 
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transaction so far as possible. 

The owner, when ‘turning in his 
car, considers himself in the light 
of a new car buyer. He doesn’t con- 
sider for a moment that he is selling 
his used car, and his attitude gen- 
erally is that he should be treated 
as a customer, and that the cus- 
tomer is always right. Often he hon- 
estly believes that his old car is 
worth many times its actual value. 
He, too, loses sight of the fact that 
he owes certain considerations to 
the dealer who is buying his old 
car and relieving him of the respon- 
sibility of disposing of it in the open 
market. 

The dealer, it is true, makes his 
profits from sales, but he can only 
make profits from his sales if he 
buys judiciously. Selling a used 
car to a man who has never owned 
@ car may lead to a new ear sale 
at a later date. But the dealer 
cannot look only to that; he must 
not lese money on his used car 
sales and write it off from the 
profits on his new car sales. Care- 
fal buying is the foundation of 
profitable selling, and the dealer 
should not fail to appreciate that 
he is buying a car in every used 
car that is turned in to him, 

Some metropolitan dealers have 
done much to offset this difficulty 
by separating, so far as possible, 
these conflicting interests. When 
the prospect appears at the store 
with a used car to turn in as part 
payment against a new car, the 
salesman trns him over directly to 
an appraiser. The appraiser inspects 
the car, places a valuation on it, and 
the owner barters directly with him 
for any concession he may seek. 

This places the owner on the foot- 
ing of a seller. The dealer’s ap- 
praiser can talk more freely with 
him. He is not trying to sell any- 
thing, and the burden of proving 
that his car is worth more money 
rests entirely on the owner. Of 
course, these appraisers are adroit 
salesman turns him over directly to 
sell the owner the idea that the 
value they have placed on his car is 
a fair price—and they show him 
why.
